anactive war against the Manchus. An_ 
army of 250,000 was mustered in 1619, but 
it was beaten in one terrible battle at the 
Lian-ho River,and Tai-so, the sun of Aishin | 
was enabled to make Moukden his resi- | 
dence. His son, Tai-so II. again beat the | 
old dynasty in 1650, and proclaimed him- | 
seif Emperor of ail China, calling his dyn-| 
asty the House of Shin. But the old 
Emperors held their own until the begin- 
ning of the Eighteenth Century, and some 
of cheir descendants at last fled to Formosa. 
To-day all trace of the Mins has vanished. 
History relates a very curious incident with 
regard to the csptare of Fekin by the 
present dynasty. Another powerful rebel 
established himself there during the Seven- 
teenth Century; his name was Ri-si-sel,and 
he endeavoured to establish a separate 
empire. The Mins who had not yet ceased 
to regard themselves as the only iegitimate 
rulers, despatched an army against him; 
ba the commander of this army did aot 
think himeelf strong enough—and called in 
the help of the Shins. The allies took 
Pekin in 168% But the Shins did not be- 
come sole mastess of China until the con- 
quest of Nankin, which’ followed a few 
years later, and they then decreed that the 
hair of all Chinese subjects should be wora 
long and in a plait, which resulted in the 
‘amuiar pigtail of to-day.”

A FAMOUS KAFFIR QUEEN 
BE 300 YEARS OLD”

She is Now a Captive te the tritich 
tm Seuth Africa, and ts Relieved to 
Break all Recerds ef Lengevity. 


Eogland has just taken captive a woman 
who, itis claimed, is three hundred years 
old. She is Queen “Majajie, the 
raier of a tribe of Katies, whose 
age is vouched for by the repated traditions 
of her tribe, and who has been famous 
among the savages of Southern Africa fcr 
her admitted great age. Generations have 
spoken of heras being blessed with the 
gift of perpetual life, and her fame has 
extended throughout the uncivilized rezions 
as far north as Egypt. : 

While it is not for a moment tobe 
believed that the woman could have reached 
this marvellous age, the English Government 
admits that it has authoritatively traced 


the history of Queen Majajie’s tribe back 
for 110 vears,during which time it has been 
under her rule. Previous to that period no 
authentic records exist, but the traditions 
of the Katirs credit this Queen with 
having 


REIGNED MANY GENERATIONS BEFORE, 


A missionary, Rev. Mr. Rutter, who has 
lived for twenty-five years among these 
savages, has informed the British Govern. 
ment that his investigations satisfy him 
the Queen has absolutely been the hea i 
of her tribe since 17SU, and he con)i ted 
no trace of any previous ruler. iat. , 
the lezends of the people are identined 
entirely with the present Queen ani nak: 
no mention of any other head to their 
government, ! 

The Queen is described by Englishmen 
who have seen her as ofa light copper 
color, with a frizzy wool on her head. “She 
wears a dress made of tiger skine, whic) 
has a large hood that usually covers her 
face. 

There is a suggestion of ‘‘She” about 
thie savage (Jueen, for it hes been a law 
of the tribe that none should look upon 
her face excepting her indunas and three 
women. Her indunas are the generals 
and leaders of her army, and they num. 
ber ninety-two. The head ioduna, or con- 
mander-in-chief, is named Jonas, and he 
is aman of consicerable age, supposed to 
bein the neighborhood of eighty. Lhe 
other ninety-one are between the ages of 
thirty and sixty, and allof them have 
been prominent 


IN SAVAGE WARFARE. 


The three women are remarkable from 
the fact that they are freaks. (ue 14 ex 
ceedingly tall, another ts unusually stout, 
and the third wears a iong beard.

Enormous Amount of Property Under; 


Ceatrol of Trainers. 

Nr. Harries Hilbert, a well-known 
English turf follower, talks entertainingly 
of the racing interests of England. 

**The amoznt of money invested by 
owners of racehorses at the present day is 
enormous. Soine thousands of thorough- 
breds are located at Newmarket, and large 
numbers are also trained ia the provincial 

tables. More thoroughbred horses are now 

bred for racing purposes than were ever 
dreamt of by the turf chroniclers of other 
times, 

‘* Trainers’ establishments are very 
large, and have recently grown consider- 
ably in importance, keeping place with 
the increasing vaiue of modern horses, 
some ot which, as every reader knows, are 
worth large sums. The fancy price paid 
for such as Ormonde is, of course, unique ; 
bat if a horse hke Matchbox be worth 


sn ener: 


which may be appraised at more money. | 
*‘It would be interesting, for instance, to | 
know the value of Ladas or Beat Man, Isin- 
glassor La Fleche. But such prices depend, 
like those for the best pictures, on a rather 


pose here to atate that no thoroughbred of 
average merit can be valued at less than | 
several thousand guineas. 

“In some establishments the amount of 
property under the contro} of trainers 18 
enormous, and few mercentile houses, 
however large their trade, involve more 
responsibility in management than that 
which rests on the shoulders of our leadirg 
trainers, 

*‘In former.times grooms developed into 
trainers, and the best of the stables were 
very unlike those now to be seen either at 
Newmarket or in the ‘country’. In fact, 
some houses, such as Marsh’s at New- 
market, must have cost a small fortune in 
the mere building. And it would be difficult 
to find an establishment more beautifully 
planned for its especial purpose than Tay- 
lor’s huge place at Manton, in Wiltshire. 

“‘The popular notion ofa trainer sets him 
down a8 a superior groom or successful 
stableman, but in many cases this ideal is 
as far from the reality as to consider the 
modern surgeon more or fess like the primi- 
tive barber. Some of the Newmarket men 
are persons of education, with a knowledge 
of books and a very wide experience of the 
world. 

**The heads of several houses are lin- 
guists familiar with French and German, 
and as much at home in dealing with men 
or horscs on the Hoppe-garten course or 
the Baden-Baden track as at Chantilly or 
Newmarket. It was lately said by a very 
experienced man that he would prefer the 
opinion of a Limerick tarmer accustomed 
to breeding hunters rather than the formal 
statement on the same auestion by an emi- 
nent veterinary surgeon, inasmuch as he 
held it would be odds on the former in 
dealing with a question of practical diffi- 
culty. 

*‘Academic theories only hold good as 
class-room lectures. But our modern 
trainers, while as well versed as their 
predecessors in the details of wractical

business and its hardheaded necessities, 
are quite familiar with the latest 
theories. 

**Indeed, no one can doubt their allround 
ability, but ordinary folk might be sur- 
prized if informed of their capacity ss bus-

horses—the preparation of delicately or- 
ganized thoroughdreds—involvea the most 
anxious care and the greatest skill, but few 
are acquainted with twe inerely commercial 
end of the concern and the stress of its 
management.

Remarkable Tremors. 

Two very remarkable occurrences are 
connected with the earthquake that de 
stroyed a large part of Thebes, in Greece 
on the night of April twenty-seventh last. 
At Birmingham, England, a delicate pen- 
dulum, suspended for the purpose of record 
ing earth tremors, exhibited marked dis- 
turbance about fourteen minutes after th 


principle shock occurred at Thebes. The 
observers at Birmingham attribated the 
disturbance of their pendulum to the trans- 
ference of the shoca across Europe from 
Greece to England, the rate at which it 
travelied being about one hundred and ten 
miles a minute. 

On the same night, Dr. Giil, the English 
astronomer at the Cape of Good Hope, ot- 
served extraordinary undulatious of the 
surtace of the mercury which he was using 
to detect errors of level, aud which contixz- 
ued during half an hour. 

Docter Gili thinka that these, like the 
tremors noticed at Birmingham, may have 
originated in the same disturbance of the 
earth’s crust that produced the disaster at 
Thebes. Apparently, however, if the un- 
dulations were conveyed ail the way from 
Greece to the southern end of Africa, they 
came froma diflerentshock from that which 
manifested its cilects at Birmingham, for 
the undulations were noticed by Doctor G1)! 
before that particular shock had been felt 
at Thebes. 

These are by no means the firat instancce 
in which perceptible etlects from earth- 
quakes have beea noticed hundreds and 
even thousands of miles from the focus of 
the shocks,

To strengthen the pring, draw the shade 
down a few revolutions, remove the roller 
from the brackets, roll up the shade and 
replace. If the spring is too strong, remove 
the rolls from che brackets with the shade 
ro.led up, unrol s few times and replace. 

If the shade is tacked on properiy :¢ wiil 
hang toward the windew. 

To fit a shade to a window with inside 
shatters, measure inside the molding rext 
to the shutters. 

To shorten a roller for « window with ir- 
side blinde, mea-ure fron the tip on the 
spring side and allow haif an inch for the 
roller end ; it Will then roil freely tothe 
brackets. Always see that the roller is ous 
true, and that the rolierend ia free frum 
imperfections arising from casting. To 
properly wind a spring roller for craimary 
length shades, 15 or 16 revolutions are 
sufficient. In mounting a shade on spring 
roller, place the spring end to tke left.

Hanging Pictures. 

By hanging pictures low you increase the 
apparent height of arcom. 

Colored pictures should not be hang in 
hallways or on staircases unless there is 
plenty of light forthem. In such places 
strong photcgraphs, engravings and draw- 
ings in black and white go best. 

A picture should not be hung from ore 
nail; tre diagonal lines formed by the cord 
have a very discordant etlect. Two nails 
and two vertical cords, or, what is far 


| more sate, pieces of wire cordage, should | 


be used instead of the single cord. 
Picture cords should be as néar the color 
of the wall upen which they are put as pos- 


| sible, so that they may be but little seen, 


When one picture is lung beneath another, 
the bottom one should be hung from the one 
above, and not from the top; thus we avoid 
multiplying the cords, which is always 
abjecuionable, 

A good bue for walls where printa or 
photographs are to be hung is 4 rich yellow 
brown, or a@leather color, 9 Tostie t+ the 
black of the print or the tone of Lie yp hote- 
graph is thus imparted. 

‘Tre wall pager should have no strongly 
defined pattern, and should beef oxe uni- 
form color, such as red inclining.te crimson 
or tea green. 

The centre of the picture, as a rule, 
should not be much above the level of 
the eye. 


Useful Recipes. 

Orange Marmalade Pudding. —This is a 
boiled pudding. Shred 6 oz of beef suet 
very finely and then mix with 8 oz of 

read crumbs, finely grated, § oz of orange 
marmalade, 4 0z of granulated sugar and 
one caudied orange peel, chopped fine. Add 
three eggs, well beaten, and half a cup of 
milk. Put all to,ether into a floured cloth, 
have the water boiiing, put the pudding in 


and let it boil four hours; then turn it out 
and serve with wine sauce. 

Roast Pig’s Head.—First boil the head 
until it is sufficiently tender to allow the 
bones to be taken out. After removing 
these shape the head neatly and skewer it 
altogethes tirmly; mix some powdered sage- 
leaves with pepper and salt and sprinkle 
the mixture over it. Then hang itona 
spit and roast it before a clear fire, basting 
it well while roasting. When done, which 
will be in about half an honr if the fire is 
in proper condition, serve at once on a hot 
dish, pouring over it a good gravy. _—— 
wauce is the b-st accompaniment for this

The Battle of the Standard was fought at 
Northhalierton, in Yorkshire, in 1138, be- 
tween David I., of Scotland, and Stephen, 
of Eagland. The standard consisted of

The batile was 
80 fierce that all were killed but our Spar- 
tan and two Argivesa. The latter believed 
themselves victors, but, as the Spartan 
survivor had only fainted and afterward 
revived, the dispute was renewed, and a 
general engagement occurred, in which the 
Spartans were victorious. 


The battle of Cannae resulted in the 
severest defeat the Romans ever experienced 
at the hands of Hannibal or any one else, 
There were engaged in this struggle 146,- 
000 men, of whom 52,000, or 34 per cent. 
were killed on the field. No prisoner; 
were ‘taken and the wounded were all 
massacred. After the battle, Hannibal 
sent to Carthage two, some say five, bush- 
els of gold rings taken from the fingers of 
the Roman kuighte kiiled in the engage- 
ment. Some of MHannibal’s Generals 
desired him to march at once on Rome, but 
he declined to do so, believing, as was 
probably the case, that his force was insuffi- 
cient to invest, much less to besiege, the 
city. ; 

At Borodino there were 250,000 men 
drawn up in hostile array. Before night 
78,000, or 31 percent. had been killed ard 
wounded, Borodino was the only battle 
at which Napoleon exhibited signs of un- 
easiness. He had reason in this case, for 
he was in the heart of the enemy’s country, 
and if defeated could not expect help from 
any quarter. 1t ie said by French histori- 
ans that after Borodino and the retreat 
from Moscow, a Paris lady in any other 
dress than black was stared at on the 
streets asakind of curiosity.

**Lese-Majeste” isa very serious crime 
especially in Germany since the accession 
to the throne of William 1J., involving not 
only heavy fines, but also long terms of 
imprisonment. Indeed, the maximum pen- 
alty for this offence is five years’ penal ser- 
vitude, and asthe code does not define 
what *‘Lese-Majeste” really is, over-zealous 
police officials and magistrates are left to 
interpret this law in an absolutely mediae- 
val fashion that recalls to mind the days 
when William Tell, the Swiss patriot, was 
outlawed and very nearly executed for 
having declined to make obeisance to ths 
hat ot the Austrian Governor of Switzer. 
land, which that dignitary nad caused to be 
placed for that purpose upon a lofty pole. 

No lees than nine persons are now un- 
dergoing terms of imprisonment in Ger- 
many for having remained seated at public 
banquets when the Emperor's health was 
being drunk. Equally preposterous is 
the case of the editor of the Potsdamer 
Zeitung, who was compelled to undergo a 
detention of three months in jail for having 
permitted a paragraph to appear in his 
paper stating that the Emperor had been 
seen in an ‘‘einspanner,” or one-horse 
hack. In making the statement the object 
of the editor had been to give an_iliustra- 
tion of William’s democratic ways, or, 
rather of those that the Germans wish he 
had inherited from his lgmenied father. 
The judges, however, held that the para- 
graph in question was calculated to bring 
ridicule upon the sovereign, and decided 
adversely to the editor. It, therefore, 
follows that if any one should catch sight 
of the German ruler in a one-horse concern 
he would do well to keep it a profound 

secret and not to mention it to a living 
soul leat he shuuld thereby incur loss of | 
literty.

We find there are three points which 
muet be considered in the handling of 
manures —the making, saving,-and applv- 
ing. ; : 
We fini from the various reports of 
chemists and experimentors that there are 
three ingredients which are necessary for | 
plant growth. These are nitrogen, phos- | 
phoric acid, and potash. We find also that 
our barn manures contain to some extent 
all these elements. Now, the question 
comes to us, how can we produce a stable 
manure that shall contain the greatest 
amount of these plant foods? We know 
that those substances which entich our feed 
are the ones that give value to the mauure. | 
So if we feed those things which are rich | 
in the necessary plant foods, then the man- 
ure will be correspondingly rich. Manure 
from fattened stock 1s always richer than 
from other, because, as a rule, they are fed 
those things which are rich in the elements 
named above. eee ; 

The saving of the manure is but little 
studied by our farmere. Many of our 
farmers throw the manure out of their 
stables, on the open ground, as a rule, 
under the barn eaves, where the snows 
and rains‘cam beat upon itand wash out
